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Council Okays 
‘Stop-Gap’ 
Parking Limit 


Menlo Park City Council this 
week decided to enact a “stop gap” 
neasure” to alleviate parking 
oroblems in the downtown area. 

Meeting at a study session, the 
Council heard a presentation by 
Chamber of Commerce Vice Presi- 
lent Jerry Jacobs who pointed out 
the serious need for more parking 
spaces in the shopping area. or 
‘egulations limiting parking time. 

Jacobs, speaking also on behalf 
of Menlo Park retailers, referred 
specifically to the Camino Plaza 
vhile presenting his argument. He 
2stimated that 106 of the 167 avail- 
vble parking spaces in the plaza 
vere occupied each day by “dead 
ead parkers,” that is al-day park- 
2rs who are not shoppers. The ma- 
jority of these parkers work in the 
ffice buildings, but some of them 
ire occupied by commuter car pool 
iutos, Jacobs explained. 

Jacobs, on behalf of the Cham- 
‘ser of Commerce, recommended 
‘hat the council adopt a resolution 
‘imiting parking in the plaza areas 
‘o two hours. 

Such a limit could be put into 
affect when the parking problem 
yecgmes acute, Jacobs explained, 
ind removed at other times. 


Since the problem is most ac- 
cute during the month of De- 
cember, signs could be posted 
during that time limiting park- 
ing and removed afterwards per- 
mitting unlimited parking again. 


Mayor William Lawson pointed 
dut that, “the basic problem is to 
find more parking space.” As more 
office buildings are built on Oak 
Grove avenue, shoppers will be de- 
nied more parking space. A reso- 
lution limiting parking, and thus 
forcing the all day parkers to go 
‘ome place else, would serve only 
as a temporary solution.

Election 


Menlo Park School District trus- 
tees this week began toying with 
;the idea of placing a proposition 
to raise the district’s permissive 
tax rate maximum. 

Viewing projections of budget 
demands for the 1958-59 school 
year, they also opened informal 
consideration of whether or not 
some school building projects 
could not be accomplished on a 
“pay as you go” basis. 
| Both considerations may be sub- 
mitted to voters at the May 20 
school election. 

The school board opened its 

deliberations as District Busi- 

ness Manager John C. Richert 
reported calculations which 
showed the district’s budget 
would probably go up 10 percent 
next year over the current one; 
this would mean, he said, that 
the district’s permissive tax rate 
maximum would have to 

raised from its present $1.75 per 
$100 assessed valuation to $1.97. 

(District taxpayers are currently 
paying a total actual tax rate of 
$2.145 per $100, with overriding 
taxes for retirement of state aid 
funds, recreation and retirement 
making up the difference above 
the permissive rate.—ed.) 

Richert pointed out that the as- 
sessed valuation per child in: the 
district is expected to rise above 
$15,000 next year, meaning the dis- 
trict will be eligible for only the 
minimum state “Average Daily 
Attendance” apportionments, — 

Richert said expenditures in the 
district have risen 10 percent a 
year, or more, for the past several 
years, 

If next year’s budget is 10 per- 
cent greater than this year’s, he 
said, the district will have to ex- 
;pend $111,000- more next year 
than this; meaning a rise in ex- 
penditures from $1,107,344 to $1,- 
2.18,000;.-Po--this,.-he-said, should 
be added $50,000 in reserves, which 
would bring the total projected 
$1958-59 budget to $1,268,000. 
GIVES FIGURES 

At the present rate of valuation 
growth in the district and figuring 
carryover from this year’s budget, 
the district can anticipate an in- 
come of $1,190,000 under the pres- 
ent tax rate,” Richert declared. 

“This leaves $78,000 to be raised 
from local taxes, meaning 22 cents 
added to the tax rate.” 

Trustee William Platt noted 
that a recent report by the Stan- 
ford University School of Educa- 
tion indicated the district could 
“squeak by” under the present 
permissive tax rate maximum 
for another year. 

Richert explained that the as- 
sessed valuation behind each child 
in a district school is now $14,800. 
This is expected to go to $15,800 
next year, he said, but cutbacks in 
state apportionments will mean 
the district will realize only about 
40 cents on each $1 of the gain in 
assessed valuation, as far as total 
income is concerned. 

Trustee Elwood Williams asked 
if there had ever been an effort 
to tie teachers’ salaries to the cost 
of living. 

He was told by Trustee Jim 
| Black that such efforts have not 
been made. 

“The idea oi teachers’ salaries,” 
said Black, “is to give a proper 
;Yaward for work well done. We 
aren't supposed to tie salaries to 
|the district’s budget, either.”

This was the message given by | 
Mayor William R. Lawson to} 
members of the Chamber of Com. | 
merce of Menlo Park in their | 
monthly luncheon meeting Mon- 
day at Ramor Oaks restaurant. 

“We in Menlo Park are inclined 
to overlook this community’s | 
world-wide reputation,’ Lawson 
declared. He cited recent estab- 
lishment here of the western 
headquarters of the Chamber of | 
Commerce of the U.S. as an indi- 
cation of the attractions of Menlo |

If 
it is a contest or special game, 
only two men play on a team, 
but otherwise the usual num- 
ber is three, and the balls for 
each team are marked differ- 
ently, cither with an X or a 
circle. 

The first man rolls his two 
balls and then a member of the 
opposite faction rolls his, his team 
continuing to roll until they beat 
the first roll. Beating the first 
roll can be quite a task and it is 
here that the skill of the bocha 
ball player is put to a fine test. 
If a roll comes to rest near the 
boliino, or blocks the path of fur- 
ther rolls, the player may have 
to send his bocha ball through 
the air to kneck the first ball out 
of the way, or hit the back board 
and come up from behind on the 


bollino. 

If a ball is knocked out of place 
by a later throw, the measure 
Stick is put to use and if the 


bocha ball is more than a meas- 
ures’ jength (about two feet) 
from its orig spot, then it is 
out of the game and thus one less 
possible point for the team whose 
member threw it. 

After all have thrown their 
bocha balls, final measurements 
are taken and the team whose 
balls are closest to the bollino 
gets one point for each ball
